THE MINING CRAZE. 


A Regular Hegira from San 
Diego, 


And Everybody Rushing for the En- 
senada Fields. 


Los Angeles People Who Catch the 
Fever. 


They Propose to Fit Themselves Out 
and Drive Down Across the 
Border Elegant Chances 
for Wild-goose Chases. 


San Diego is in the midst of another 
big mining boom, and day before yes- 
terday about 600 people left the city of 
Baynclimate for the mines, which are 
located about 40 miles from Ensenada 
in Lower California. 

The San Diego newspapers have two 
or three special correspondents on the 
ground, and they are sending the most 
& | flattering reports to their papers. Yes- 
terday the Union published a lengthy 
account of the mining fever and a Rta 
of the district. 

Every steamer from San Francisco i is 
loaded with old miners who have been 
attracted by the glowing accounts in 
the San Diego papers, and as near as 
can be learned they are all confident 
that they are to witness a placer min- 
ing boom, equal to the one of 
49 and 50. But superstition 
has more to do with 
than real facts, for old 
are loaded down with superstitions : 
and when one gets an idea that luck 
is in the air he will ‘‘tackle’’ almost 
auything. To illustrate this it is but 
necessary to quote a statement made 
in the presence of a Times reporter 
yesterday by one of the oldest pros- 

ctors on the coast. The old fellow 

as held down, at various times during 
his lifetime, almost every mining camp 
on this coast, and is probably one of 
the best posted prospectors in Cali- 
fornia today. The old miner said: 

„Ok course the rumors about this 
Santa Clara mining excitement are 
rather vague and unsatisfactory, but, 
this is the year for a big find, and I am 
confident that it has come. Why do I 
think so? Well, Pll tell you. The 
biggest mining fever that was ever 
sprung \was in 1849 and 1850. The 
whole worla went wild, and thousands 
of people made their way to this ceast. 
Then the Nevada boom broke out in 
59 and 60; the White Pine and Pioche 
fever in 69 and 70; the Leadville 
fever in 79 and 80, and now we have 
the Santa Clara fever in Southern Cal- 
ifornia in 89 and 90. With the oes 
tion of the last named, they were a 
big finds, and millions of dollars were 
made. For these reasons I am conii- 
dent that we are on the verge of a 
mining boom that will excite people in 
all parts of the world.“ 

For the past two or three days there 
has been more or less — snc in 
Los Angeles. There are a number of 
mining men who take stock in the 
Santa Clara mines, while there are 
others who are of the opinion that the 
mines will peter out in a few weeks.

GRAND ARMY NEWS. 


Ex-Speaker Randall Mustered In— 
Gen. Warner's Order. 

Ex-Speaker Samuel J. Randall was 
mustered into George G. Meade Post, 
No. 1, Philadelphia, March 4th. A 
provisional post was organized at 
Washington by special dispensation, 
and Gen. Warner, Commander-in- 
Chief, acted as commander. The mus- 
ter was the grandest ever witnessed in 
the Grand Army, and was attended by 
prominent members of the order from 
different parts of the United States. 
Mr. Randall and Gen. Warner are per- 
sonal friends. It seems that Mr. Ran- 
dall found two ocaasions to serve his 
country in the field, and even while he 
was a member of Congress. He was a 
sergeant in a Philadelphia troop of 
cavalry, and served some time near 
Harper’s Ferry in the three months’ 
campaign. During the advance of the 
Confederates into Pennsylvania in 
1863, Mr. Randall was captain of the 
same company. 

Gen. Warner, Commander-in-Chief, 
has issued an order forbidding G.A.R. 
posts, as such, indorsing any person for 
a political office. The following is the 
article bearing upon the question: 

No officer or comrade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic shall in any man- 
ner use this organization for partisan 
purposes, and no discussion of partisan 
questions shall be permitted at any of 
its meetings.“ 

Recommendations of this or that per- 
son for office should be made by com- 
rades solely as citizens. 

At a grand banquet by theG.A.R. at 
Washington Gen. treet was pres- 
ent and made a patriotic speech, in 
which he said that in the wars of the 
future the soldiers of the South would 
be found shoulder to shoulder with 
those of the North in protection of the 
common country.

One of the latest, previous to the 
real-estate boom, was that at Muleje, 
in the southern part of the peninsula, 
which drew crowds from all parts of 
the Pacific Coast. The net result of 
that excitement was the stranding of 
several hundred people, while several 
died of thirst on the desert. 

Since that time, and since the boom, 
San Diego has made two unsuccessful 
attempts to create a mining excitement 
down there, this being the third. Itis 
easy to see what a big thing it is for 
San Diego, just now, when the real 
estate dealers’ occupation, like 
Othello’s, is gone, to have several 
thousand people making that city their 
point of departure and supplies. The 
Bay City papers understand this per- 
fectly, and make hay while the sun 
shines, by padding out their descrip- 
tions of the excitement with price-lists 
of supply stores. 

That there is gold in Lower Califor- 
nia there is no doubt. There are hun- 
dreds of square miles of gravel, from 
every cubic foot of which gold may be 
panned out. The same is true of the 
entire southwestern country. In the 
western part of Pima county, Ariz., 
near Quijotoa, are thousands of acres 
of rich placer ground, showing old 
Mexican workings, but the trouble with 
all these is that they are too 
far from water to be successfully 
worked by white men. Inthe case of 
the Santa Clara diggings, there ap- 
pears to be a small stream of water at 
this time of the year, which will 
probably dry up in a month or six 
weeks, after which the miners will 
have to depend on dry washing, by 
means of the primitive batea or one of 
the numerous dry washers,”’ none of 
which have so far proved successful. 
There appears to be some nuggets in 
the gulch at Santa Clara, but the ex- 
tent of the find is as yet very problem- 
atical. 

An exodus to the mines from Los 
Angeles just now would not do any 
particular harm, except, perhaps, to 
those who join in it. In the present 
condition of the labor market a little 
depletion would be a ‘blessing. It is 
scarcely probable that any will go so 
far as to throw up permanent jobs in 
order to go to the diggings, but if they 
do there will certainly be plenty of 
people to take their places and to hold 
them. 3

If, as 
the San Diego boomers claim, itis a 
bigger thing than Marshall’s discovery 
of 1849, the gold will not be all gone 
in a week, or in six months, while the 
San Diego merchants will have had 
time to secure a full supply of gold- 
pans, which, we are informed, are at 
present becoming scarce. 


AN IMPOSSIBLE APPOINTMENT. 


The Bar Association is to hold a 
meeting today to recommend two Su- 
perior Judges for appointment by the 
Governor. It is reported that one of 
the aspirants is J. W. McKinley. It is 
possible that this man may have suffi- 
cient confidence to aspire to the posi- 
tion, but we cannot believe that such a 
body as the Bar Association would de- 
liberately recommend for a place on 
the bench an individual who was a 
conspicuous failure as City Attorney, 
who is distinguished neither for ability 
nor integrity—who is, in short, a third- 
class shyster, and as such recognized 
in the profession. The Los Angeles 
bar has certainly not sunk so low as to 
necessitate the selection of such a man 
as McKinley for a seat on the bench, 

Such an appointment as this would 
have the effect of destroying that re- 
spect which should be felt by the peo- 
ple for the ermine. It would, in fact, 
be considered by the respectable citi- 
zens of Los Angeles county as little 
short of an insult. . We sincerely trust. 
that we are misinformed regarding 
the possibility of a favorable consider-

of great honor, trust and responsi- 
bility. 


THE’ NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


The members of President Harri- 
son’s Cabinet have assumed their offi- 
cial positions at the head of their de- 
partments, and the President himself 
has been kept busy handshaking. 
Genuine good feeling has prevailed 
between the outgoing and incoming 
Officials and courtesies have been ex- 
changed on every hand. It will need. 
a little time for the incoming officials 
to familiarize themsélves with their 
spheres of usefulness. After that we 
may expect to hear of some changes 
and new departures, but it need not be 
anticipated that any radical changes 
will be made without good cause. 

Some expressions of dissatisfaction 
are heard in California at the omission 
of the coast from representation in the 
Cabinet. It was certainly supposed, 
with some reason, that we should ob- 
tain recognition, but, as we remarked 
yesterday, we must have patience for 
four years more, by which time, at our 
‘present rate of growth, we shall be 
able to demand a place. Then, again, 
we must not forget that the omission 
is undoubtedly due largely—perhaps 
entirely—to our lack of unity in agree- 
ing upon a man. Had the Pacific 
Coast united in recommending a name 
to Mr. Harrison, it is probable that we 
should have a representative in the 
Cabinet today. Let this be a lesson 
for our politicians in 1892. 


A VENOMOUS VOICE. 


That particularly pure organ of pro- 
hibitory political purity, the Voice, 
has been criticising some actions of 
Dr. Cuyler, but the venerable gentle- 
man gets back at the Voice in good 
shape.

A BLAZE OF GLORY. 


Inaugural Fireworks at the 
Capital. 


The New Cabinet Assumes the Duties 
of Office. — 


A Decision Adverse to the Gadsden 
Claimauts in Arizona. 


President Harrison Rivaling His 
Predecessor as a Hand-shaker 
—Cleveland Goes to 
New York. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), March 6.— [By the 
Associated Press.] The display of fre- 
works from the monument grounds tonight 
was undoubtedly the most brilliant ever 
witnessed in Washington. The exhibition 
began with an illumination of Pennsylvania 
avenue, from the Treasury Department to 
the Capitol, a distance of over one mile, by 
means of magnesium suns, The nicht was 
uncommonly dark, and the great white 
shaft of the Washington Monument afforded 
a background, the peer of which can hardly 
be found in the world. 

The first set displayed was large por- 
traits of President Harrison and Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton, framed in brilliant colors, 
resting upon an easel. So life-like were 
these portraits that at a distance of a mile 
each was readily recognized. Following 
these came marvelous fountains of spark- 
ling electric stars, myriads of flying rockets, 
bombs which, bursting hundreds of feet in 
the air, discharged thousands of smaller 
shells, which, in turn, exploded, producing 
a grandly beautiful effect, and then a bon- 
fire of colored light, which, reflecting its 
rays upon the great white obelisk, trans- 
formed it into a shaft of burnishedbrass; 
and, again, into one of garnet, and then of 
emeraid or 19 while the towering 
structure was vividly outlined against the 
sky of intense black. 

Another set piece pictured the south 
front of the White House, every detail of 
pillar and Capitol window and carved cor- 
nice appearing with perfect distinctness.

he closing scene of the exhibition was 
indeed a gorgeously brilliant one. ‘fens of 
thousands of blue rockets exploded by 
electricity shot up from the base of the 
monument to its summit; thousands of 
others in yellow, scaflet, green, purple and 
garnet followed in quick succession until 
the whole sky was aflame with scintillating 
stars of wondrous hues, This great erup- 
tion continued for some time. 


INDIAN LANDS. 


Many Acres to Be Thrown Open to 
Settlement. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Inthe confusion attendant 
upon the closing hours of Congress the ex- 
act nature and effect of the amendments 
made to the Indian Appropriation Bill 
have not been clearly understood. The im- 
pression-has gained currency that all the 
provisions in the bill organizing the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma in effect were embodied 
in the Indian Appropriation Bill. This is 
not the case. The amendments agreed to 
relate to the Seminole and Cherokee lands, 
and are as follows: Thesum of $1,912,942 
is appropriated to pay in full the Seminole 
Nation for all right, title, interest and claim 


they may have in and to cer 
tain lands ceded by the _ treaty of 
1866, containing 2,037,415 acres ; 


of this sum $1,500,000 shail remain in the 


treasury, 5 per cent. interest to be paid 
semi-annual i, to the treasurer of the 
nation, and 412,942 shall be immediately 


available for distribution. Thie appropri- 
ation is to ome operative upon the ex- 
ecution by du'y appointed delegates of said 
nation of arelease and conveyance to the 
United States of all right, title, interest 
and claim of said nation of Indians in and 
to said lands in manner and form satisfac- 
tory to the President of the United States, 

Itisfurther provided that such release, 
conveyance and extinguishment shall not 
inure to the benefit of or cause to vest in 
any railroad company and right, title or in- 
terest whatever in or to any of said lands, 
and all laws and parts of laws so far as 
they conflict with the foregoing are re- 
pealed, except asto rights of way and de- 
4 grounds. The landshus acquired shall 
| part of the public domain. two sections 
in each township to be reserved for the use 
and benefit of the public, schools to be 
erected within the limits of said lands thus 


unde 
stead law only, except as_ herein 
otherwise provided; and provided further 
that any person who having attempted, but 
for any cause has failed, to secure title in 
fee to a homestead under the existing law, 
or who made entry under whatis known as 
the commuted provision of the homestead 
law, shall be qualified to make homestead 
entry upon such lands; and, provided fur- 
ther, that the rights of honorably discharged

posal of lands acquired from the Muscogee 
or Creek Indians by articles of cessation 
and agreement of January 19, 1889. 

The President is authorized to appoint 
three cemmissioners to negotiate with the 
Cherokees and all other Indians owning or 
claiming lands lying west of the ninety- 
sixth degree of longitude in Indian Terri- 
tory and the Cherokee outlet, for cession to 
the United States of all title, claim or in- 
terest. The commission is further author- 
ized to submit to the Cherokee Nation a 

roposition that said nation shall cede their 
ands to the United States upon the same 
terms as to payment as provided in the agree- 
ment with the Creeks, if the Cherokees

laud being within the “Gadsden purchase“ 
of 1853, is not operated upon by the act of 
July 22d, 1854, and of the treaty of Guada- 
loupe Hidalgo of 1848. Second—That the 
“preliminary survey” of a private claim 
does not of itself operate as a withdrawal 
of the surveyed lands from settlement and 
entry, even in cases covered by said act of 
1854, the legal withdrawal being only of 
lands actually claimed, or which shall be

New MARTINSVILLE (W. Va.), March 

6.--[By the Associated Press.] Notwith- 

standing two to three hundred dogs suspec- 


gree with rabies. have been killed in this 
(Wetzel) county during the past 50 days, 
the interior of the county seems to be over- 
run with canines in a dangerous condition, 
and the alarm of the people is general. 
There has been considerable loss of live 
stock—cattle, swine and sheep—which died 
from the effects of bites inflicted by infected 
dogs, and, two yee horses 
have succumbed. Several people have 
also been bitten, but in no instances as yet 
has any serious result followed. Farmers 
consider it dangerous to go along the roads 
unarm and dog-killing squads are out 
daily. One man, has seven dogs, all be- 
lieved to be mad.“ They have been taken 
to the woods, and are running wild with a 
dozen other dogs in like condition. These 
dogs spread the disease by biting other 
canines, live stock, etc., and what will be 
tne result is hard to foretell.

San DireGco, March 6.— [Special.] The 
scene of the gold excitement in Lower Cali- 
fornia is near Santa Clara Mountains, about 
75 miles a little south of east from Ensen-, 
ada, and 130 miles from San Diego. ‘There 
seems to be no question about the richness 
of the placer discoveries, but the question 
of their extent is yet an open one. Coarse 
gold is being taken out in considerable 
quantities from a narrow gulch some two 
miles in length. It is claimed that other 
gulches adjacent are quite as rich, but this 
claim cannot yet be considered authenti- 
cated. 

Direct and reliable information from thu 
mines is yet too meager to warrant very 
‘ sanguine opinions, espetially as to the ex- 
tent. There are probably five or six 
hundred persons at camp by this time. 
None have yet come away, except a few 
who left to get provisions and immediately 
returned, and there is an universal agree- 
ment among these as to the richness of the 
placers now being worked. ? 

Numbers are leaving here daily for the 
mines, most of them going overland with 
wagons. There is much excitement. 
Complete and trustworth y information, giv- 
ing the actual experience of persons at 
the mines, may soon be expected. Until 
that is received, prudent people will make 
haste slowly. No large quantities of gold 
have been received at Ensenada or San 
Diego, but reliable persons trom the mines 
claim that the gold taken out is held in 
camp for want of means of transmitting, 
the few who are coming in not being will- 
ing to assume the risk of carrying it. 

This is aconservative view of the situa- 
tion.

SMUGGLED OPIUM. 


Heavy Seizures at San Francisco and 
Tacoma. 

SAN FrRANcIscoO, March 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The custom-house officials 
made an important seizure of opium on the

700 5-tael boxes, valued at $4200, were cap- 
tured, and Edward Jansen and John Gar- 
van were arrested for smuggling. 

The collier arrived on Monday from 
Nanaimo, with a cargo of coal for R. I.

As several seizures had been made on the 
vessel before, Inspector Durkin was placed 
on the watch. About midnight Edward 
Jansen, the watchman, became very 
friendly, offering him some whisky, which 
was declined. Not long afterward Darkin 
saw Jansen throw something overboard, 
and, rnshing up, found three bags of opium 
hanging from the side, near the water, 
ready for removal by an expected rowboat. 

Deputy Surveyor Fogarty was summoned, 
and, on nis arrival, the bags were found to 
contain 556 five-tael boxes of 9 and a 
long and thorough search of the vessel 
brought to light two more bags in the hold, 
making the quantity 758 boxes. Jansen 
and Garvan were later in the day taken be-

About Mrs. Prescott. 
Los ANGELES, March 4.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Trwes.] As the last 
article on the library that appeared in 
your papér was somewhat personal in 
its tone, let me make a few statements, 
personal also. 


There is a report being sedulously 
circulated that the appointment of Mrs. 
Prescott as librarian was a Democratic 
movement. Since there are a great 
many people who take such a statement 
for gospel truth, without any inguiry 
whatever, it is for their benefit the fol- 
lowing points are given: Mrs. Prescott, 
always a Republican, 
to a Republican family, had 
three brothers, all of whom 
enlisted in the Union army; all of 
whom were wounded, one dying in 
consequence of his wounds. She was 
called to St. Louis to nurse one of 
them. This was just after the recall 
of Gen. Fremont, and Mrs. Prescott, 
a stanch Fremonter, because a stanch 
Republican, was between two fires— 
the South, who could never approve of 
Fremont, and the disaffected North. 
But through all the many months of 
consequent annoyance she was true to 
her convictions. 

On the recovery of her brother she 
gave two years’ gratuitous services to 
sanitary commission work in St. Louis, 
and at the close of the war gave another 
two years of unpaid services to the 
Freedmen’s Bureau. She was ap- 
pointed superintendent of freedmen’s 
work for the Mississippi Valley. 
With all the zeal that she had displayed 
in the sanitary work she devoted her- 
self to organizing freedmen’s schools; 
organizing those that have developed 
into “the Sumner High School“ of St.

Lonpon, March 6.— [By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Times, commenting on 
its correspondent’s inference that the treaty 
of commerce between America and Japan 
provides for the admission of Americans to 
entire commercial citizenship in Japan in 
return for America’s resigning for Ameri- 
cans in Japan immunity from Japanese 
municipal laws, expresses doubt whether 
the favored nation clauses of the older 
treaties do not prevent Japan from enlarg- 
ing American rights without granting the 
identical boon to otner treaty nations at the 
same time. The Times complains of the 
conservatism of English diplomacy in the 
matter of obsolete and worthless privileges, 
tothe detriment of commercial interests, 
England being accused of thwarting Japan’s 
attempt to establish commercial relations 
with other nations. 

NEWS OF STANLEY. 

New York, March 6.—A private letter 
from Bongalo, on the Congo, says Henry M.

King Milan, in annonncing bis abdication, 
deciared there would be no change in the 
relations existing between Servia and 
Austria.
